protests to be made against the 
establishment of a sewage dis- 
posal plant on the property 
owned by the city of Covina 
two miles southwest of Bald- 
win Park, was filed with the 
state board of health last week 
by the California 
Domestic 


Water company of Whittier. 


The protest was based on the dan- 


ger of water contamination in the 
wells owned by the company in the 
San Gabriel riverbed. 


Altogether, several hundred pro- 


tests have been filed with the state 
board, most of them being from 
Baldwin Park and vicinity. A num- 
ber of subdivision real estate oper- 
ators have also made vigorous pro- 
tests on the grounds that the build- 
ing of the sewage plant would affect 
the sale of their property. 


At the hearing held by the board 


in Los Angeles April 27, it was in- 
dicated that the most important fac- 
tor to be considered before final ac- 
tion is taken on the application oi 
the city of Covina for a permit to 
build the plant will be the effect 
it might have on the general health 
of the community. 


While the exact date of the next 
bearing has not been set, it will be

$150,000 for the erection of the plan' 
and the completion of the sewer to 
the disposal outlet has been allocat- 
ed by the SERA, and to secure this 
grant the government will require 
that work be started without un- 
necessary delay, government officials 
pointing out that the federal aid i 
given primarily to take care of thi 
unemployed, and that while sewer 
and water projects are given firs 
consideration when application for 
funds are received, the grant wil 
not be held open indefinitely.

a permit to build the plant has been 
taken by the state board of health 
Covina city officials are at a stand- 
still, although they are making every 
effort to overcome the arguments 
made in the protests. City Engineer 
Alva Smith has designed a disposa 
plant that he believes will take care 
of the sewage without danger o 
contamination and that will over- 
come all objectionable odor.

owels, and other items that are dis- 
ributed thru the county welfare de- 
partment. 


Word that the project was to be 


ibandoned because the quarters 
used in Azusa were to be used for 
other purposes came to Mrs. Coman 
Wednesday, and after investigation 
she found that if suitable quarters 
could be furnished in Covina with- 
out cost to the government, the proj- 
ect would be moved to this city. 


Mrs. Coman immediately called a 


meeting, which was attended by 
Mayor George Maxfield, T. P. Lo- 
gan and F. H. McElfresh of the 
chamber of, commerce, H. M. Bru- 
baker, chairman. p£ the community

jeles legal newspaper of limited cir- 
culation, was delivered 
Saturday 


morning in downtown Los Angeles. 


Delinquencies may be paid at the 


office of the county tax collector, 


L. Bryam, on the third floor of 


the Hall of Justice, until June 30. 
Property owners whose taxes are 
delinquent must pay not only the 
:axes, but interest at the rate of 8 
per cent on the delinquent first in- 
stallment, and interest at the rate of 
3 per cent on the second install- 
ment, and an additional 50 cents as 
the cost of advertising each item on 
the tax bills. 


After June 30, payments must be 


made at the office of the county 
auditor, H. A. Payne, on the third 
floor of the Hall of Records. Addi- 
tional penalties are imposed after 
that date. 


The $10,566,117.90 delinquent as of 


last April 20 is 12.07 per cent of the 
$87,542,045.55 levied as taxes for the 
county government, cities, school 
districts, flood control districts, and 
other special districts for 1934-35. 


Last year 14.41 per cent of the 


1933-34 taxes were delinquent, the 
average general county-wide'delin- 
quency being 2.34 per cent less this 
year.

Increase in the personnel of the 


flood control department to provide 
rights of way for the immediate con- 
struction of federal projects will 
take place some time within the 
next two weeks.
